More than six thouwmil years ago 


a horde of' tall, blonde, long-skulled 
adventurers poured into Denmark 
ami southern Sweden, whence they 
spread 
gradually till they occupied 


all but tho most northern parts of 
Scandinavia. Thcso were tho ances- 
ten* of tho Germanic, or Xordic, race. 
From their reniote descendants Ger- 
many was peopled: of their blood 
were tho Goths. 
Vandals. 
Franks. 


Lombards. Saxons and other nations 
who broks up tho 
Roman 
Empire 


and built a civilization of tlmir own 
out of the ruins. Later still, the des- 
cendants of such of them as remained 
in Scandinavia after tho fall of tho 
Rome embarked upon a fresh w.ivc 
of plunder, invasion and colonization 
known as tho Viking age. Xor are the 
Scandinavians of today unworthy of 
their heroic forfathcrs—they are sliU 
daring sailois. fisherman, merchants 
and fighting men. 


When they first came to tho north, 


this Xordic stock waa in tho smooth 
stone age, but they were as civilized 
as any folk of their time. They quar- 
ried flint in the south Sweden, traded 
it all over the north, chipped and pol- 
ished it into the finest implements 
any stone-age- folk ever made.

Minor; they bailed down the Elbe and to undertake 
and Danube; they <=ven coasted west- 
ern Europe and sailed the Middle Sea- 
One Swedish grave has yeilded a. vase 
signed by a workman whose shop has 
been dug out of the ruins of Pompeii. 


They worshipped the sun and the 


fruitful earth: and though exquisite 
artificers and highly skilled in many 
arts of civilization, they still lived in 
small groups of tribes. But they were 
learning of the riches' of the Mediter- 
ranean world: gradually internal pres- 
sure and lust of loot welded them into 
strong kingdoms, till at last they 
burst forth in ivavo on wavo of in- 
vasion.

brake wag less effective 
than

These and other tests conducted 


by engineers independently point to 
th« «fflcacy of four-wheel brakes, es- 
pecially in emergencies. 
But they 


also reveal the fact that this inno- 
vation needs considerable adjustment 
and improvement 1-efore It can be 
referred to as .1 finished product. 


METHOD USED 


In making these tests the

neers used a decelerometer develop- 
ed by Bureau 
of Standards 
men.
